CLAIMS WHISKY OPPOSITION 



OoT. J. C. W. Beekham spoke to 
a representative audience at the 
opera honse in tbi'-. city Friday ai- 
ternooD in the interest of bio candi- 
dacy for ihe demoeratio nomiiatioii 
for tlio I'Tiiled StateH senate. 
^Tbe opei.t house where the speaking 
took plaeowas oompletely llled,a large 
uuiiilicr being forced to stand and 
many turned away unable to aee or 
hear for the crowd. It ia eatimated 
thai tiilly .i»}0 people were present, a 
annber of ladies being in the au- 
dience. The audieace was a repre- 
tntative one of OrhtMdia'i beat 
oHizenship and thpy pave the •spea- 
ker the closest attenliou aud fre- 
^iMat applaiiao. 

At thirty luiuute.s after one Mayor 
John Blue introduced Governor 
Boekhaai ia alutppy aad brief talk. 
Among other things he called atten- 
tion to the fact that tlie demueraoy 
of Keatueky is iu a measure in- 
debted to Governor Beckham for the 
privilege of H«lectiug their nominee 
tor senator by a primary elouiua. 

The goveraor was loadly eheered 
when he !<teppcd forward and ui-- 
knowledged the introduction. He 
b«gaa by deelariag hia personal re- 
gard for lli^ cjppuueiit — Souaior Mc- 
Oreary — and continued by saying 
that the eleetioa of either of them to 
the senale was not a matter of life or 
death to the utate or nation.* 

He made a point that was well re- 
eeived when he said that he would 
rather be defeated for the senate 
than have Kentucky fall into re- 
pwMleaa hdada next year, obvionaly 
alluding to the attacks Senator Mc- 
Creary and General Hays are making 
OB the present party organintioi» ilk 
the former's fight agaiaat him. 

He said he was makiag tbia can- 
vasa ou the record made by his adnia- 
iatration. He spoke of the in- 
oreaMfd democratic majorities under 
the present party loaders and com- 
pared the preaent state administra- 
tion with SenHtor MeCreary'!* when 
he was governor and with that of 
Gov- Bradley.

A-< you cannot tell ju-i what everyone desires at a 
meal without their asking, neither can you tell the wants and desires of 
the human mind withont ioqaiiy. When yoa have a claaa all alert to ask 
i|UO-tlons and tn itni'-li-.'ate yon have a rapt attention that will result in 
mind growth. 4. It should be continuos. Attention is a hard strain on 
the mind and relaxation ia neeesiary, but while we are attending to any 
one thiiii.' attention must be constant. 

II. KxTKHNAi, Cii.NUiTiuNH UK Attentiii.n — The hurroundings and ex- 
ternal ccnditions should be favorable. 1. Pure air. An atmosphere laden 
with carbonic oxide gas produces a drowsy and atupid condition that saps 
the very life of attention. Good ventilation is a ncccs-^ity in order that we 
may have u supply of pure, fresh air. But this ventilation should not be 
a draft.

"For a number of years I have been 
working on my electric storage battery, 
u you probably know," said Thomas A. 
Edison, In substance, reecntly. "It has 

been my aim to build a battery that will 
take an automobile a hundred miles 
without having to be recharged. The 
problem was baffling until I introduced 
cobalt into the battery cells. Now I be- 
lieve that I have the battery all right, 
and the only problem remaining to be 
solved in order to make the battery prac- 
ticable is for me to find a way to get 
cobalt in sufficient quantity and cheaply." 

How does ilr. Edison employ cobalt 
in his battery? He smilingly keeps the 
secret to himself. l!ut, Ik- says, if bnl) 
he cap solve the one problem now con- 
fronnng him— that of dieap rapply-^he 
use of his battery will cut down the 
present weight of ,the automobile by 
half. This of itself will K'ri-'atly rcduie 
the price of the machine, thus tending 
to nnke it a necessity instead of the lux- 
urjr that it now is. It will also increase 
the speed possibilities. Last, but not 
least, the automobiiist will no longer bc 
•,^|ependent on gasoline, the favorite mo- 
H^ve power of to-day, or steam. Both 
are objectionable for obvious reasons 
Against electricity none of these objec- 
tions can be raised} H !• ft noiteless, 
Odorless "fuel"

hopes of its inventor in finding cobalt

Mr. Edison has inspected cobalt de- 
posits in North Carolina. He hat been 
to Canada. He will go to Missouri. He 
has other places on liis visiting list. Will 
his patient quest be rewarded by sue 
cess? That it • qoettion that automo- 
bile manulactaren are anxioutly asking 
themselvet. No one whoknowi Mr. Edi- 
soti doubts that he has got pretty nearly 
what he says he has in his storage bat- 
tery. Mr. Edison haa never been of that 
type of roan who amonneet that he has 
something which time tooner or later 
proves that he has not. 

To invent and perfect an electrical 
storage battery for widespread commer- 
cial Hte haa been tlie dream, tlie ambi- 
tkm, of Mr. Edison for years. Nay, it 
has been liis hobby, to the practical ex- 
clusion of all other scientific investiga- 
tion. He has worked day and night 
over the problem; be bu frequently 
thought he stood on Iho threihold of 
success, only to bo dlippolnlld tho aext 
day, or week. 

In all these yeara that he has been 
ttrafgUac with Hm pmblem intorviewers 
have had a hard that to get him to talk 
on any subject other than his storage 
battery. His fellow tcieatistt have 
twitted Mm foodH«t«Nd^ on bit l«f> 



ging in of the battery at every possible 
turn of conversation. It is scarcely to 
be du'.ibtcd that hu has given more time 
and thought to the battery than he did 
to any one of his many inventions that 
are now bcncfitinR m.inkind immeas- 
urably. Mr. l"iliM)n bir^^elf declares that 
UMiil he lias perfected a storage battery 
along the lines that he has laid down for 
himself he will not feel that he has done 
his full share of the world's work. 

When one realises liow earne-tly, 
and with what sin;;leness of purpose, one 
niiyht say, Mr. Edison has pursued the 
problem of the storage battery, docs not 
the Wizard's more or less prolonged 
trips here ami there over tlie face of the 
country in anxious search for the much 
desir«d "evil spirit" of the old Saxon 
ipincrt tavor of the intensely ^r^matic? 
miners' bedi tavor of the intensely 
dramatic?
